the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  | 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a  news¬ 
paper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any

t  YTH  EREAS  it  is  considered  advisable  for  the  bet- 
VV  ter  government  of  the  Municipality  that  a  by¬ 
law  should  be  enacted  for  enforcing  the  observance  of 
the  Lord’s  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond  : — 

1.  Upon  the  Lord’s  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday, 
no  person  shall  permit  or  sutler  any  house,  shop,  store, 
saloon  or  bar  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  or 
other  place,  to  be  open  for  the  purpose  of  trading  or 
dealing,  or  shall  permit  or  suffer  the  sale  by  servants 
or  otherwise  of  any  intoxicating  liquors  therein,  save 
and  except  in  cases  where  a  requisition  for  medical 
purposes,  signed  by  a  licensed  medical  practitioner  or 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  produced  by  the  vendee  or 
his  agent,  nor  shall  any  such  liquor,  whether  sold  or 
not,  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  be  drunk  in  any  such 
places  during  Sunday,  except  by  the  occupant  or  some 
member  of  his  family,  or  lodger  in  his  house. 

2.  No  person  whomsoever  shall  do  or  exercise  any 
worldly  labour,  business,  or  work  of  his  ordinary 
calling  upon  the  Lord’s  Day;  or  any  part  thereof, 
works  of  necessity  and  charity  only  excepted,  and  no 
person  shall  publicly  cry  forth  or  expose  to  sale  or  sell, 
or  permit  to  be  exposed  for  sale  or  sold,  any  wares, 
merchandise,  fruit,  fish,  game  or  other  goods  or  chattels 
whatsoever  on  the  Lord’s  Day;  but  this  section  shall 
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not  extend  to  the  selling  of  milk,  unless  specially 
authorised  so  to  do  by  a  resolution  of  the  Council  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Municipality. 

o.  No  person  shall  engage  in  any  shooting,  whether 
for  pleasure,  sport  or  profit  on  a  Sunday. 

4.  No  person  shall  carry  any  fire-arms  on  that  day; 
but  this  section  shall  not  extend  to  any  person  in  the 
naval,  military  or  volunteer  service  of  Her  Majesty, 
or  employed  as  a  constable  or  police  officer,  using  or 
carrying  any  fire-arms  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

5.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  id 
this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction  before  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  Municipality, 
forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  (5)  pounds 
sterling,  or  an  equivalent  in  Canadian  currency, 
together  with  costs  of  prosecution,  as  to  the  convicting

(f )  Subject  to  a  special  resolution  first  passed  in 
this  behalf,  to  amalgamate  with  any  other  corporation 
or  company,  or  to  transfer  the  whole  undertaking  or 
any  part  thereof  to  any  other  corporation  or  company 
for  such  consideration  in  cash,  shares  fully  or  partly 
paid  up,  or  securities  as  may  be  agreed  upon: 

(g.)  Generally  to  undertake  and  carry  out  any  oper¬ 
ations,  transactions,  or  business  whatsoever  (except 
banking  and  life,  fire  and  marine  insurance),  which 
may  lawfully  be  undertaken  and  carried  out  by  capit¬ 
alists,  and  which  the  Company  may  think  it  expedient 
to  undertake  and  carry  out. 

5.  'Phe  capital  of  the  Company  is  $500,000.00,  divi¬ 
ded  into  two  million  shares  of  twenty-live  cents  each, 
with  power  to  increase  or  reduce  such  capital,  and  to
